tftiion  Church  alte  haa  been  a  place  of  worehip 
for  moro  than  ono  hundred  and  twenty  year«»  The 
best  Information  available  Indioatoa  this  became 
a  preaching  place  about  the  tlae  the  Shallow  Ford 
Circuit  was  formed  from  the  Yadkin  Circuit  In  1830# 
A  banish  arbor  was  the  first  shelter  for  worship* 
Mr#  Harry  Polwierber^  whose  old  home  site  Is  just 
east  of  the  Shallow  Ford  bridge^  gave  two  tracts  of 
land  for  public  use^    One  was  to  be  used  for  a 
•emetery^  known  now  as  Cllngman^s  graveyard  on  the 
Shallow  Ford  road  just  east  of  tho  bridge,  and  the 
•thor  tho  slto  of  tills  church*    This  second  tract 
was  to  bo  usod  for  divine  worship  regardless  of 
donMiinatlon# 

The  Forsyth  Circuit  was  formed  In  1847  and  In 
1861  the  first  circuit  rider  appointed  by  the 
tonfez*ence  preached  regularly  at  Union*    He  was 
Rev*  M«  C«  Doub*    Since  1783  traveling  preachers 
of  this  section  had  preached  here  when  they  could* 
The  Forsyth  Circuit  had  sixteen  churches  on  It  In 
1847 ^  all  served  by  one  pastor#    He  could  make 
only  a  few  visits  to  each  church  a  year* 

Mr*  Polndester  disposed  of  his  land  without 
having  made  a  dead  to  any  church  organisation* 
In  1855  Christian  Nadlng,  then  owner  of  the 
Pelndexter  plantation^  deeded  the  church  lot 
to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churchy  Souths  he 
and  most  of  the  people  In  the  community  being 
of  this  faith* 

For  many  years  the  church  was  known  as  the 
Union  Meeting  House# 

A  small  log  church  soon  replaced  the  arbor* 
Local  people.  Including  slaves^  did  titio  workc 


It  was  used  by  both  Negroes  and  whites,  the 
former  taking  the  back  benches •    Years  later  a 
from  church  was  built  by  both  races •    It  had 
one  room,  ono  door  and  two  tiers  of  benches • 
A  balcony  was  built  at  the  back  for  the  Negroes • 
The  congregation  at  that  time  was  about  equally 
divided  between  Negroes  and  whites,  all  having 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  of  membership 

Union  services  were  continued  in  the  church 
for  a  number  of  years,  all  denominations  permit- 
ted to  uso  it.    In  the  year  1876  tho  West  Bond 
Baptist  Church  was  organizod.    It  used  a  brush 
arbor  until  its  church  was  built  in  1880« 

The  first  graves  to  bo  opened  in  tho  Church 
Cemetery  wore  for  tho  two  children  of  Mr»  and 
Mrs*       kf  Nading  on  Soptombor  14,  1883,  They 
died  of  diphtheria,  ono  at  sunsot  and  tho  othor 
at  sunriso  tho  next  morning*    Tho  last  gravo 
made  boforo  this  writing  was  for  Luthor  McBrido 
in  July,  1958t 

On  July  26,  1884,  at  a  quarterly  conference 
at  Piney  Grove,  located  on  what  we  now  know  as 
the  Jonestown  Road,  a  building  committee  was 
appointed  4;o  erect  a  new  church  at  West  Bend^  - 
Yadkin  County."    It  consisted  of  J.  R.  Hauser, 
Thomas  Grimes  and       H»  Nading.    Work  was 
started  immediately.    Again,  people  in  the 
community  gave  materials  and  labor.    The  church 
was  completed  in  1886  at  a  money  cost  of  si>669.46» 

When  the  pulpit  platform  and  chancel  rail 
were  being  remodeled  in  1951  several  pieoos  of 
board  were  found  on  which  the  carpenters  in 
1885  had  placed  their  names.    They  were  as 
follows  J

When  tho  chanool  rail  was  rebuilt  those  pieces 
of  board  wore  replaced  in  tho  knoolor  togothor 
with  other  boards  bearing  tho  namos  of  tho 
1951  v/orkmen*    It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Mrs*  Augusta  Shelton,  Mrs.  Lizzie  Pultz  and 
Mr.  Tom  Hauser,  children  at  the  time  of  the 
1885  building  program,  still  remember  turning 
the  lathe  when  the  posts  and  upright  pieces 
were  made  for  the  old  chancel  rail*     (It  was 
semi-circular  in  shape.).   The  pews  now  in  use 
were  made  by  Butnor  Brothers  of  Bethania* 

During  the  summer  of  1886  Mr*  James  Leo- 
nard of  Davidson  County,  a  traveling  singing 
master,  conducted  a  subscription  singing 
School  in  tho  community^    Tho  class  mot  on 
alternate  weeks  at  the  Baptist  and  Methodist 
churches.    The  first  service  held  in  the  new 
church  was  the  closing  exercises  of  this 
school*     It  was  held  August  29^  I8860  Itco 
Leonard  brought  his  oIc.lq  from  Concord  to  take 
part*    One  outstanding  numbex^  v/as  the  singing 
of  "Little  Ones  Like  Me''  by  Perry  Brown  and  a 
Miss  Craft  from  Concord* 

Rev*  Moses  Hunt  was  the  first  pastor  to 
serve  in  the  present  building  and  Mr*  Joe 
Hauser  was  the  Sunday  School  superintendent 
at  the  time# 

The  church  did  not  own  a  musical  instru- 
ment until  after  this  building  was  completed* 
Mrs.  Rosa  Nading  McBrido  was  the  first  organ- 
ist.   There  have  been  only  two  marriages  in 
the  church,  so  far  as  known:    W.  N.  McBride 
and  Eliza  Ellen  Jordan,  and  Luther  Wesley 
McBride  and  Sue  Ellen  Colbert* 


The  oldest  membership  roll  existing  for  Union 
is  dated  1858»    It  contains  the  names  of  twelve 
men  and  thirty-fovir  women.    The  nximber  of  members 
is  about  100  noWf  the  largest  in  its  history* 

The  church  has  always  been  on  circuits  with 
Forsyth  Covmty  churches  rather  than  with  those 
in  Yadkin  County,  due  probably  to  its  location 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Yadkin  river.  (This 
part  of  Forsyth  County  was  in  Yadkin  Covmty  prior 
to  1926 •)    With  the  exception  of  the  years  1941 
to  1946,  when  the  church  was  on  the  Concord  - 
Sharon  Charge,  it  has  been  on  the  Lowisville 
Charge  since  1904. 

The  first  Sunday  School  held  in  the  Ujaion 
Meeting  House  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  A.  S.  Jonen 
in  the  years  of  the  Civil  War,  1861  -  1865.  Al- 
though she  was  a  Baptist  all  in  the  community 
wore  privilogod  to  attend.    No  Sunday  School 
litoraturo  being  available,  she  used  the  Bible 
and  the  Bluoback  Speller.    Mrs.  l^Iartha  Strupo, 
tho  oldest  living  member  of  the  church,  learned 
her  "A  B  Cs"  at  Sunday  School  and  loarnod  to 
read  from  tho  Bible  First  Reader,  copies  of 
which  are  still  to  bo  found  at  tho  church.  Mrs. 
Jonon  taught  the  entire  group,  imparting  not 
only  a  knowledge  of  God  but  helping  thDm  to  road 
and  spoil  as  well.    At  times  non-denominational 
literature  has  been  used,  but  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  cent\iry  regular  Methodist  literature 
has  been  used.     In  the  years  1908  and  1909  the 
Sunday  School  was  held  alternately  in  the  Metho- 
dist and  Baptist  churches  for  the  community. 
Mr,  Ben  Hauser  was  Sunday  School  Superintendent 
at  this  time* 

In  1890  a  young  men's  prayer  band  was  organ- 
ized.   J.  R,  Hauser  Was  tho  first  president. 
The  object  of  this  organization  was  to  study  the 
Bible  and  learn  to  pray.    Only  members  could 


attend,  and  imder  the  by-laws  if  a  member 
hissed  fcur  times  he  was  automatically  dropped 
jCrom  the  roll*    On  November  2,  1892,  a  motion 
Inras  made  by  J.  N«  S#  Doub  that  every  other 
(neeting  bo  open  to  the  men  of  the  commimity* 
The  motion  carried  and  they  were  invited  to 
attend*    Then,  in  February,  1895,  all  meetings 
were  made  public  and  by  a  resolution  women  v/oro 
allowed  to  become  member s«    The  by-laws^  were 
Iread  the  first  of  every  month.    When  anyone 
passed  away  resolutions  of  regret  and  respect 
were  sent  to  the  family* 

During  the  years  between  1870  and  1890  Mrs. 
Betty  Puryear  Gibson  of  Concord,  C»,  brought 
her  Episcopal  pastor  to  the  Union  Meeting  House 
for  regular  services  every  few  months. 

In  1892  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carpenter,  traveling 
evangelists,  whoso  denominational  affiliation 
is  not  known,  hold  a  series  of  meetings  at 
Union.    This  revival  created  a  groat  deal  of 
interest  and  there  wore  a  number  of  convor- 
tions,  most  of  ^om  joined  Union  Church.  Tho 
thomo  of  this  mooting  was  "Sinless  Perfection." 
The  messages  woro  stirring  and  long  romemborod* 

A  littlo  la tor  in  tho  1890s  Elder  and  Mrs. 
pavid  Sampson,  Quaker  traveling  evangelists, 
held  a  revival  hero.    This  was  a  most  inspir- 
ing and  impressive  rovolation  to  tho  pooplo  — 
so  quiet  and  simple,  yet  very  enlightening. 
I5any  souls  found  tho  Saviour  and  sorvod  him 
devoutly  as  a  result  of  this  revival. 

In  1912  a  Mothers*  Department  was  started. 
This  was  tho  first  organization  especially  for 
women  in  tho  church.    Tho  object  of  tho  class 
was  to  instruct  mothers  in  child  training, 
how  to  help  solve  tho  problems  of  the  homo,  and 
to  give  Instruction  on  tho  teachings  of  tho 
Blblo,  all  of  which  was  folt  to  bo  noodod.  Nrs. 


J.  R*  Hausor  was  tho  loader.    Mrs,  Luthor  McBrldo, 
a  charter  mombor,  is  the  only  surviving  mcmbor 
of  this  group* 

In  1920  Rov.  John  Clino  organized  tho  first 
Epworth  LoaguOf    Elmor  Stroupo  v^as  tho  first       '  - 
president.    Much  interest  v/as  shown.    Tho  young 
people *s  work  has  boon  carried  on  intormittontly 
since  that  time.    At  present  Bill  Slater  is 
president  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship. 

During  the  first  World  War  three  members  of 
the  church  were  called  to  the  colors.  In  World 
War  il  eleven  of  t  he  yoimg  men  were  in  the  ser- 
vices. The  church  was  deeply  grateful  that  all 
returned  from  both  wars. 

When  a  new  roof  was  being  put  on  the  build- 
ing in  1920,  the  men  of  the  church  decided  to 
move  the  belfry  from  the  center  of  the  church  to 
the  side,  thinking  the  timbers  supporting  it 
v/ere  not  strong  enough*    After  cutting  into  the 
timbers,  however,  they  found  them  to  be  heart  pine 
and  quite  sound.    The  steeple  to  tho  side  was 
b\iilt  by  John  Kimbrough  and  Will  Sholton  in  1922* 
It  was  reroofed  in  1950  by  Allen  Chapplo  aftor  tho 
now  aimex  to  tho  front  of  the  ohiirch  was  built. 
His  work  is  noteworthy  in  that  ho  is  a  Lutheran 
and  ho  has  only  one  log.    His  Christian  spirit 
ovorcoraos  difficulties. 

In  January,  1931,  during  tho  Sunday  School 
ho\u?,  the  roof  of  tho  church  caught  fire  becausa 
of  a  faulty  chimney.    Disregarding  now  suits, 
some  of  the  men  climbed  out  on  tho  roof  and 
knocked  the  burning  shingles  to  tho  ground.  Mon 
and  women  carried  water  from  tho  homes  of  Mrs. 
Will  Jones  and  Mrs.  Joel  Hausor  and  checked  the 
fire  before  too  much  damage  was  done.    The  present 
roof  was  put  on  the  church  the  following  v/eek. 

In  the  summer  of  1938  Rev.  G.  C.  Graham 


brought  Mrs.  Lunford  Sheets,  of  Levfisv5,lle  W«M,S» 
to  Union  and  she  helped  organize  the  first  Womans 
Missionary  Society.    It  had  ten  charter  members* 
Now  known  as  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  the  organization  has  served  well# 

The  pulpit  Bible  now  in  use  was  given  by  Mrs» 
Florence  Poindoxter  and  the  ladies  class  in  1939. 
They  raised  money  and  bought  the  rubber  runners 
for  the  aisles  in  1941. 

In  January,  1950,  at  a  mooting  of  the  official 
board,  the  need  for  replacing  the  wooden  stops  at 
the  front  of  the  chxirch  was  brought  up»    J.  I. 
Ferryman  suggested  that  class  rooms  wore  needed  as 
much  as  new  stops,  and  movod  that  a  commlttoo  bo 
appointed  to  v/ork  out  this  matter.    On  March  12, 
1950,  a  called  session  of  the  Quarterly  Conforonco 
hold  at  Union,  cloctod  tho  following  building  com- 
mittoo:    Clyde  Pfaff,  chairman,  J.  I*  Perryrnan;, 
Wesley  McBride,  James  McBride,  Sidney  Seats  and 
Foster  Hutchins.    They  served  as  a  finance  com- 
mittee also*    On  May  28,  1950,  the  plans  for  the 
classrooms  and  renovation  of  the  chxirch  building 
were  presented  to  tho  congregation  and  accepted© 
The  footing  for  the  front  annex  was  dug  on  Juno  5d 
and  the  frame  work  was  started  on  J\me  17»    A  part 
of  twenty-four  working  days  was  spent  to  complete 
the  carpentry  work  on  this  addition*    All  tho  work, 
except  the  masonry,  was  givon  by  men  of  tho  church 
and  a  friend  of  tho  Lutheran  Church.    This  addition 
was  completed  on  A\igust  26,  1950# 

Tho  work  on  tho  back  annex  was  started  in  Octo- 
ber, 1950t    One  mason  was  hired  to  lay  tho  founda- 
tion with  men  of  tho  church  as  helpers •    The  frame 
work  was  started  on  November  11 •    Carpentry  work 
on  this  unit  was  completed  March  17,  1951*  Forty 
three  days  were  spent  on  this  two-story  addition. 
The  work,  also,  was  free  labor  given  by  men  o;f 


the  church  and  two  men  from  Augsburg  Lutheran 
Church.    During  April  of  that  year  the  class- 
rooms were  painted  and  the  yard  graded.  Gas 
furnaces  were  installed  in  the  church  and  class 
rooms  in  January  1951*    That  fall  the  steps 
and  walk  were  laidby  men  of  the  church. 

The  renovation  of  the  auditorium  began  in 
October  of  1951.    The  walls  were  refinished  ard 
a  new  coiling  added.    New  windows  were  given  as 
memorials  by  Mrs.  Grady  MoBride  and  children, 
Mrs.  Luther  MoBride  and  children,  Mr.  and  Mrs* 
W,  M.  Wood,  Mrs.  J.  I.  Ferryman  and  Mr.  B.  0, 
Jones.    They  wero  installed  in  March,  1952. 

ThG  Kindergarten  and  Primaries  class  rooms 
were  furnished  by  parents  of  these  children  ard 
the  WSCS  in  February,  1952.    Mrs.  W.  M.  Wood 
furnished  the  Junior  room  as  a  memorial.  The 
youth  and  adult  rooms  woro  furnished  by  the 
mombors  of  the  so  classes. 

The  yard  was  regraded  and  soodod  on  March 
7,  195S.    Boswoods  woro  given  by  V.  M.  Beroth 
and  Mrs.  R.  P.  Dorse.    The  well  ims  completed 
in  the  fall  of  1951.    The  pump  was  installed  in 
May,  1955.

Approximately  140/days  of  free  labor*  have 
been  given  by  men  of  the  church  and  interested 
friends  on  this  building  project.    The  only 
hired  labor  has  been  the  excavation,  laying 


of  foiindationa,  painting  of  wall  in  auditorium. 
Installation  of  rost  room,  concroto  work  to  tho 
side  entranco,  comonting  basomont  and  a  part  of 
tho  wiring. 

Tho  ontiro  cost  of  tho  now  building  and  re- 
novation has  boon  p7QZ5.00  of  which  tho  Duko 
Endowment  oontributod  #1000.00  and  tho  Wostxjrn 
North  Carolina  Conforonco  Board  of  Missions 
^500.00. 

Tho  building  fund  for  this  project  actually 
began  in  1941  when  Rov.  Prank  Hoffncr  was  pastor. 
In  Jymo,  1950,  there  was  ^1^668. 00  in  this  fund 
and  tho  Willing  V/orkcrs  Class  turned  in  $363.59 
to  apply  to  tho  building  fund.    Since  that  time 
the  other  fvmds  have  come  in  from  individuals. 
Lord's  Acre  projects,  the  WSCS  and  various  fund 
raising  projects  in  which  even  children  engaged. 

Since  1851  the  church  has  been  served  by 
fifty-seven  different  pastors. 

Records  of  the  Sunday  School  go  back  only  as 
far  as  1B80  when  J.  N.  S.  Doub  was  superintendent* 
Since  that  time  fifteen  other  men  have  served  in 
that  capacity. 

The  dedication  of  this  enlarged  and  beautiful 
plant  the  dreams  and  labors  of  many  over  a  num- 
ber of  years.
